
OBITURRY.

Alfred Mellon.
The death of the eminent London conductor

Will occusiou a very gcuorul regret, for the
name of Mr. Mellon whs favorably known
among musicians tho world over. In the mu-
sical circles of England his natno Is a household
word. i'lils dlminctloii Mr. Mellon lias
achieved, not by great genius, but by earnest
taleDts. Hp tins long filled tlio conductorshlp
of the riillbai'iuoulu Concerts of Liver-
pool, which, as a regular ami estub-llHh- ed

musical enleriuiKQ, are unexcelled
by i any. The talent, laot, and practical
huowInl;e of this mu.-iiciu- were adtnittod coi
dlally ly hlscontenipoiaries. He was regarded
second only to coKta lit llio conduct of Italian
opera, and In other luaiithes of art he was
Wltlioul a euperlor aiming London dliectoiH,
Mr. Meiloii began his oiireur In the orchestra of
the lllrinlngliani Theatre, and goim wont to
London lo tako charge of Iho orchestra of the
Ade.lihl Theatre under MamigerWehKler. Under
the l'yiie and Harrison management ho con.
ducted the English opera, and found lime to pro-
duce a work or two of hlsown. His opera of e,

and several capital overtures will secure
him a place among composers, under Herr
Mollque of Ktuttgard, Mr. ftlellon had acquired
tbat ulsllngulHhlng cnininand of the tociiuloul
resources ol his ai l which made him one of the
mow I precise, nssuied, and spirited of the higher
class of conductors. Una of his best services
to the .cause of mnslo was the Institution by
lilin of the Shilling Concerts, which every
night. fr many weeks In e,ich simmer of late
years, crowded the Covi'iil Gn.nloii Theatre
with Hi'.! popular thousands. The people were
thus bi 1.1 tiled as they seldom ha.ve been In any
other way, nud the nuhlest classics were
made popular under Mellon's enthusiastic
direction. Nights devoted respectively to
Beethoven, Mozart, YV elier, Mendelssohn, and.
the rcM t.f the great lnslritmenlal com posers,
succeeded each other, nod all who came lo
hear were instructed. Mr. Mellon was the
husband of one of the most popular and admi-
rable Heiresses of the Knllsli stage. If we may
believe the Judgment of some of the best

ot his contemporaries, he had, in his
simple and honest character as a man, won
tnilvert.nl esteem, especially that of his musical
brethren.

The Rev. Dr. John Campbell.
The death Is announced of the Uev. Dr. John

Campbell, a well known minister of the Eng-
lish Congrcgatlonallsts. The deceased was bora
In 1793 in Scotland, and received his education
at the Universities of St. A mire ws and Glas-
gow. He labored more than twenty yours in
the ministry. On resigning his Dosl Hon as a
minis.i r, he devoied himself entirely to litera-
ture, bung In turn the eiiitorof several periodi-
cals (.including 'he Jlritish Standard), and tho
author or a number ol works, especially contro-
versial. In 18o!l he opened n controversy with
the Uii en's printers on the Bible printing
monopoly, which resulted in the immense re-

duction of the price of the scriptures. Huring
our w ar. Ir. Campbell wish surpassed by no one
and equalled by few Kiig.isU Journalists, in Ills
warm advocacy ol the cuiiseol the United Slates
against the rebellious slaveholders aud their
tiympaihi.ers in Great lit italn.

Prince Frederick of Hesse Darmstadt.
This nobleman, a brother of the late Grand

Duke ot Hesse Darmstadt and uncle of the pre-

sent Duke, died recently at Paris, at the ad-

vanced uge of seventy-nin- e years. When a
young man Prince Fiederick renounced the
Protestant religion and embraced Catholicity,
becoming a member of ihe clergy and being a
lay cardinal of the Hainan Catholic Church.
His father, Louis 1 of ilesse Darmstadt, who
was a bigoted Protestant, drove the deceased
from tho Grand Duchy, iitiercoinDelllng him to
make u renunciation of his rights to the suc-
cession of the ducal throne. He retired to
France, and did not return lo his native land
until alter the death of his father in 1830. He
did not long remain in the Duchy, however,
but soon returned to Paris, where he lived In
great retirement to the time of his death.

SI. IltUorir.
In the death of M. Hlttorir, member of the

Institute, which look place recently at Paris,
the artistic world has suffered a severe loss.
The deceased was a native of Cologne, in whloh
city he was born in 1792. lielng destined by his
father for an architectural life, he was placed
under the best masters in Ills native place, and
at seventeen years of age was sent to l'aris,
where he studied under IVrcler and Belauger,
who took a great interest in his progress. He
rapidly attained a prominence, and in 1811 was
appointed Inspector of Royal liulldlugs;
and, on the death of lielanger succeeded to
the position of Koyal Architect. His principal
works were the construction of the Church of
St. Vincent de Paul, and tho embellishment of
the Champs Klysees, and the Placode la Con-eord- e.

He also built L'Amblgu Comlque
(theatre), with many other works of a different
character. Among his lesser works may be
mentioned the Abattoir du Itoule. As au au-

thor, M. Hittorfl" made some reputation by the
publication of his "Aucleiit and Modern Archi-
tecture, of Sicily," together witu other works
relatlim to art. In 1Mb he was decorated with
the Leylon of Honor, aud In 18i becaniea mem-
ber ot mo Academy of Kino Arts. Although a
native ol Coloune (In Prussia), M. Hiltorli' pre-

ferred to retain his French citizenship after
that cuy wascuptured by the allies.
